The 1913 copper composition nickel Type II is still there ang is Judd # 1790. 

The 1913 nickel pattern without the F Judd 1785) was there but was sold in the 
1940s by B.G. Johnson for both of us. 

The 1913 Indian Head Type i regular issue was and is still in the holder. 


This ought to clear up your questions.
